Section  1.  Section  twenty-three  of  chapter  two  of 
the  geiieml  laws  of  18«i(),  entitled  '*  An  act  prescribing 
the  duties  of  county  auditors,"  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  foUows  : 

Section  23.  The  county  treasurer  or  his  deputy, 
shall  attend  at  the  court  house  or  at  some  other  con- 
venient  place  at  the  county  seat  of  his  county,  on  the 
^'toMiriMdafiw  first  Monday  in  June,  in  conformity  with  the  notice 
iiiasM  provided  in  section  forty-seven  of  this  act,  and  shall 
then  and  there,  at  and  after  the  hour  of  ten,  in  the 
forenoon,  proceed  to  offer  for  sale,  separately,  each  tract 
of  land  or  town  lot  contained  in  the  advertisement 
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aforesaid,  and  on  which  the  taxes  and  iutercst  and  costs 
have  not  been  paid ;  and  the  person  or  persons  oflfering 
at  said  sale  to  pay  the  taxes,  interest  and  costs  charged 
on  such  land  or  lot,  for  the  least  quantity  thereof,  shall 
be  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  such  quantity,  and 
the  tresaurer  shall  continue  such  sale  fi'om  day  to 
day,  until  each  tract  of  land  or  town  lot  contained  in 
such  advertisement  and  on  which  the  taxes,  interest  and 
charges  remain  unpaid,  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale.

such  sale  had  been  made,  and  the  person  so  failing  to 
make  payment  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  said  tax  and  penalty, 
to  be  recovered  by  a  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the 
treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  cx)mity,  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  or  court  having  jurisdiction.

Sec.  9.  The  district  committees  shall  report  to  the 
commissioner  the  number  of  pamphlets  in  each  lan- 
guage, and  the  amount  of  postage  which  they  shall 
need  for  their  respective  districts,  accompanying  their 
report  with  one  copy  of  the  lists  of  names  furnished 
them  by  the  local  committees.

merger  or  extinguishment,  to  be  used,  granted  and  dis- 
posed of  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  construction  of 
said  road.  Provided^  That  the  portion  of  the  line  of 
road  commencing  at'  Saint  Paul  and  Saint  Anthony,  via 
Minneapolis,  to  a  convenient  point  of  junction  west  of 
of  the  Mississippi ;  thence  to  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  State,  in  the  direction  of  the  mouth  of  the  Big 
Sioux,  is  hereby  reserved  by  the  State,  with  all  the 
lands,  property,  franchises  and  rights  pertaining  to  the 
same,  to  vest  in  such  corporation  as  may  be  author- 
ized and  empowered,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  to 
construct  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  Southern  Minnesota  Rail- 
road Company  shall  transport,  by  all  regular  trains, 
all  passengei-s  and  freights  delivered  to  the  same,  by 
eveiy  connecting  line  of  railroad  now  or  hereafter  to 
be  constructed,  on  the  same  terms  and  at  no  greater 
rate  than  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  charged  for  the 
same  service  to  persons  living  on  the  line  of  said  road.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  at  any 
time  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  should  make 
a  farther  grant  of  Lauds  to  the  State  of  Minneso-^""^'"^**"^*^ 
ta,  for  the  puri)ose  of  making  good  the  quantity  of  J[^r».hJiibe^me 
lands  to  which  the  said  line  of  road  was  entitled  under  ▼"««»««>»^«>m- 
the  act  of  Congress,  gi*anting  lands  to  the  Temtory 
(now  State)  of  Minnesota,  for  railroad  purposes,  and 
which  are  now  deficient,  or  should  grant  aid  in  lands  or 
otherwise  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  line  of  road 
prescribed  in  said  act  of  March  2,  a.  d.  1855,  and  the  sev- 
eral acts  amendatory  thereof,  or  any  of  its  branch  rail- 
roads, provided  for  in  this  act,  all  such  lands  or  aid  so 
granted  to  the  State,  are  herel)y  pledged,  granted  to 
and  shall  become  vested  in  the  Southern  Minnesota 
Railroad  Company,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit 
of  said  company,  according  to  the  provisions  of  "such 
act  of  Congress.

uneof  ro«i  ^j^^  propcrty,  rights,  powers,  franchises,  grants  and  ef- 
fects pertaining  to  such  line  or  branch  railroad,  with  the 
rights,  powers,  franchises,  grants  and  effects  of  any 
other  railroad  company  either  within  or  without  this 
State,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  such  company, 
or  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such  respective  com- 
panies may  respectively  agree ;  and  the  railroad  com- 
pany in  which  such  division  line  or  branch  railroad 
shall  become  vested  by  such  consolidation,  shall  there- 
after hold  and  enjoy  all  rights,  grants,  powers  and

Section  1.  That  all  the  rights,  benefits,  privileges, 
property,  franchise  and  interests  of  the  Southern  Min- 
nesota Railroad  Company  acquired  by  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota, by  virtue  of  any  acts,  deeds,  sale,  foreclosure, 
agreement  or  thing  by  the  said  company  hereinbefore 
done  or  suffered,  or  by  reason  of  any  forfeiture,  or  by 
virtue  of  any  law  of  the  State,  or  any  foreclosure  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  acting  for  and  in  behalf 
of  the  State,  or  by  reason  of  a  sale  of  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota, and  bid  in  and  purchased  by  the  Governor  of  the  BUht^beneto, 
State  of  Minnesota,  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  of  piopaty^etcin 
Minnesota,  pertaining  to  the  line  of  road  from  Saint '^*""''*'^ 
Paul,  and  from  Saint  Anthony  via  Minneapolis  to  a 
point  of  junction  at  Shakopce  City,  in  the  county  of 
Scott,  and  thence  via  Belle  Plaine,  Clarksville,  Le- 
Sueur,  Traverse  do  Sioux,  Saint  Peter,  Kasota,  Man- 
kato  and  South  Bend,  to  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
territory  in  the  direction  of  the  Big  Sioux  river,  and 
all  the  lands,  interests,  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
granted  to  and  conferred  upon  the  Territory  of  Minne- 
sota, in  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress,  approved 
March  3d,  a.  d.  1857,  pertaining  to  said  line  of  road 
entitled  '  'an  act  making  a  grant  of  lands  to  the  Territory 
of  ilinnesota,  in  alternate  sections,  to  aid  in  the  con- 
struction of  certain  railroads  in  said  territory,  and 
granting  public  lands  in  alternate  sections  to  the  State 
of  Alabama,  to  aid  in  tho  construction  of  a  certain 
railroad  in  said  State,"  are  I  ereby  granted,  vested  in, 
and  transferred  as  follows,  1  >  wit :  All  the  rights,  im- 
munities, benefits,  privilege^ ,  franchises,  lands,  inter- 
ests and  property  .aforesaid,  .  ppertaining,  relating  or 
applicable  to  that  portion  of  ;  lid  road  last  aforesaid, 
to  Horace  Thompson,  D.  W.  iiigersoll,  S.  W.  F^m- 
ham,  Andrew  G.  Chatfield,  a  aac  Lincoln,  F.  A. 
Donahower,  John  J.  Porter,  P.  -icrkey,  H.  C.  Smith, 
John  L.  Meriam,  F.  K.  E.  Cornell,  E.  W.  Cutter,  Eli 
B.  Ames,  J.  S.  Letford,  William  Huey,  B.  R.  Laird, 
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and  Isaac  Marks,  their  associates  and  successors  free 
and  clear  of  aU  claims  and  liens  thereon,  and  free  from 
all  liens  and  claims  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  a^inst 
the  same,  except  such  as  are  retained  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  which  said  persons,  their  associates  and 
successors  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Minne- 
sota Valley  Railroad  Company,  and  by  that  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers, 
rights  and  privileges  appertjiining  to  that  portion  of  the 
road  last  hereinbefore  designated,  which  heretofore  per- 
tained to  the  said  Southern  Minnesota  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  the  persons  above  named  shaU  be  direc- 
tors of  the  said  ilinnesota  Valley  Railroad  Company 
for  one  year  and  until  others  are  appointed  or  elected 
in  their  places,  and  may  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal. 

Any  three  of  the  board  of  directoi'S  of  said  compa- 
ny are  hereby  authorized  to  call  the  first  meeting,  by 
giving  each  of  the  other  members  of  the  Iward  ten 
days  notice  through  the  post  office,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting. 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  said  Minnesotii  Valley 
Railroad  Company,  shall  consist  of  seventeen  persons, 
a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  who  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies,  and  whose  powers  and  duties 
shall  commence  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
act.  They  may  be  residents  of  any  State  in  the  Union, 
and  may  be  reduced  to  nine,  by  a  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders, they  may  hold  meetings  at  such  time  and 
place,  either  within  or  out  of  the  State  as  they  may 
elect. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  is  here- 
by made  a  condition  of  the  grants  herein  made,  that 
said  person  or  persons,  or  corporation,  shall  not  ac- 
quire the  title  to  the  road-beds,  right  of  way,  depot 
grounds,  culverts,  bridges,  turn-outs,  switches,  rights, 
privileges  and  franchises,  and  the  track  and  line  of  the 
said  Minnesota  Valley  Railroad  Company,  until  said 
company  shall  fully  complete  and  put  in  running  order 
ten  ^iles  of  said  railroad ;  but  said  person  or  persons 
may  have  the  privilege  of  entering  into  and  upon  said 
railroad  track,  right  of  way  and  depot  ground,  for  the 
pmpose  of  constructing  said  railroad,  and  may  have  the 
privilege  of  acquiring  the  right  of  way  over  the  prop-

erty  owned  by  individuals  in  the  same  way  as  now  spe- 
cified in  the  charter  of  the  Root  River  Valley  and 
Southern  Minnesota  R.R.  Company,  approved  March 
2d,  A.  D.  1855,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  May  22,  a. 
D.  1857.  And  upon  the  construction  and  completion 
of  ten  miles  of  said  road,  with  the  cars  running  there- 
on, the  Grovernor  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Secreta- 
ry^ of  the  Interior,  and  thereupon,  and  not  before,  the 
said  company  may  demand  and  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  said  Governor  in  the  name  of  the  State,  a  deed 
in  fee  simple  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  sections 
of  land  which  the  State  may  then  be  entitled  to  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to,  approved  March  3,  a.  d.

And 
upon  the  construction  and  completion  of  each  and  every 
consecutive  twenty  miles  of  said  railroad,  the  Gover- 
nor of  said  State  of  Minnesota,  acting  for  and  in  l)e- 
half  of  said  State,  shall  execute  in  the  name  of  the  ^mpuZTI? 
State  of  Minnesota,  under  the  great  seal  thereof,  a  full  •▼•nrtwrntyoon- 
and  absolute  title  in  fee  simple  to  all  the  lands  ai)per- 
taming  thereto,  which  were  conveyed  to  the  said  State 
or  Territory  of  Minnesota,  by  an  act  of  Congress  passed 
March  3,  a.  d.  1857,  and  entitled  '*an  act  making  a 
grant  of  land  to  the  Territory  of  Minnesota,  in  alter- 
nate sections,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  certain  rail- 
roads in  said  territory,  and  granting  public  lands  in 
alternate  sections  to  the  State  of  Alabama,  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  a  ceitam  niilroad  in  said  State,"  and 
which  would  have  accrued  to  the  Root  River  Valley  and 
Southern  Minnesotii  Railroad  Company,  applicable  to 
the  said  Minnesota  Valley  liiiilroud,  or  to  which  it  would 
under  any  law  of  the  Territory  or  State  of  Miimesota,  or 
in  any  way  or  manner  be  entitled ;  and  upon  the  execu- 
tion of  said  deed,  the  said  company,  or  the  said  person 
or  persons  shall  have  the  absolute,  full,  and  complete 
title  to  the  said  lands  in  fee  simple. 

And  further  provided^  That  said  company  shall  con- 
struct and  maintain  all  proper  and  necessary  cattle  cam*  JJIIIUdl'^ 
I        guards  and  farm  crossings  over  the  line  of  said  road,  *»<*• 
and  also  within  two  years  after  the  completion  of  theii* 
road  through  any  improved  land  shall  biuld,  keep,  and 
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maintain  a  legal  fence  on  each  side  of  their  road  through 
such  improved  land. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  farther  enacted^  That  the  lands 
granted,  or  intended  to  be  granted,  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  exempted  from  all 
assessments,  and  from  all  taxation  whatsoever,  until  the 
same  •  shall  have  been  sold  and  conveyed  by  the  said 
company,  and  in  consideration  of  an  annual  pajnuent  of 
a  per  centum  (as  provided  in  this  section,)  by  said  com- 
pany, the  said  railroad  and  its  appurtenances  and  ap- 
pendages, and  aU  other  propertj'',  estate  and  effects  of 
said  company,  and  also  the  stock  and  capital  of  said 
company,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  forever  exempt  from 
all  taxation  and  trom  all  assessments  ;  and  in  consider- 
ation of  the  grants  made  to,  and  the  privileges  and  fi:^n- 
chises  conferred  upon  the  said  company,  and  of  the  ex- 
emption contained  in  this  section,  the  said  company 
shall,  during  the  first  three  years,  after  thirty  miles  of 
said  railroad  shall  be  completed  and  in  operation,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  March,  in  each  and  every  year, 
pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  one  per  cent,  on 
the  gross  earnings  of  said  railroad,  the  first  payment 
to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  March  next,  aft«r  thirty 
miles  of  the  said  railroad  shall  be  completed  and  in 
operation,  and  shall,  during  the  seven  years  next  en- 
suing, aft^er  the  expiration  of  the  three  years  aforesaid, 
pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  State,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  March  of  each  and  every  year,  two  per 
cent,  on  the  gross  earnings  of  said  railroad,  and  shall, 
from  and  after  the  expiration  of  said  seven  years,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  of  each  and  everj' 
year,  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  State  three  percent, 
of  the  gross  earnings  of  said  railroads ;  and  the  pay- 
ment of  such  per  centum  annually,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
and  is  in  full  of  all  taxation  and  assessment  whatever. 
And  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  gross  earnings 
aforesaid,  an  accurate  account  of  such  earnings  shall  be 
kept  by  said  company,  an  abstract  whereof  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  said  company  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year,  the 
truth  of  which  abstract  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavits 
of  the  treasurer  and  secretary  of  said  company,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  truth  of  such  affi- 
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davits,  and  the  correctness  of  such  abstract,  full  power 
is  hereby  vested  in  the  Governor  of  this  State,  or  any 
other  person  appointed  by  law  to  examine  under  oath 
the  officers  and  employees  of  said  company,  or  other 
persons ;  and  if  any  person  so  examined  by  the  Gov- 
ernor or  other  authorized  person,  shall  knowingly  or 
willingly  swear  falsely  concerning  the  matter  aforesaid, 
every  such  person  is  declared  to  have  committed  per- 
jury. And  for  securing  to  the  State  the  payment  of  ^""^  'o'p^rjuiy 
the  aforesaid  per  centum,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the 
State  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  railroad  of  said  com- 
pany, and  upon  all  the  property,  estate,  and  effects  of 
said  company  whatever,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  and 
the  hen  herebv  secured  to  the  State  shall  tjike  and  have 
precedence  of  all  demands,  decrees  and  judgments 
against  said  company. 

Sec.  4.     And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever 
the  said  company  herein  named,  its  successors  or  as-  when  bond,  to  be 
signs,  shall  fully  complete  ten  miles  of  said  railroad,  ^**"*** 
that  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  shall  can- 
cel all  the  bonds  issued  by  the  Southern  Minnesota 
Railroad  Company  to  the  State  of  Minnesota. 

Sec.  5.     And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  rights, 
privileges,  franchises,  road-bed,  right  of  way,  proper- 
ties and  immunities  hereinbefore  granted  and  assigned,  wght.. privilege., 
are  so  granted,  transferred  and  assigned  upon  this  ex-  etc..  upon  wh.t 
press  condition,  that  the  said  Minnesota  Valley  Rail-  wlign^Toilid 
road  Company  shall  construct  ten  miles  of  its  said  road  «o™p"y 
within  two  years  from  the  twentieth  day  of  January, 
A.D.  1864,  and  thirty  miles  of  its  i^aid  road  within  three 
years  from   said  twentieth  day  of  January,  and  con- 
struct and  fully  equip  said  road  and  all  tluj  other  por- 
tions of  said  road,  on  the  present  located  line  thereof, 
except  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  alter  the  same 
for  engineering  purposes.     {Provided,  That  said  road 
shall  not  be  diverted  from  any  of  the  points  hereinbe- 
fore named,)   within  eight  years  from  the  third  day  of  pro^iw 
ilarch,  A.I).   1864,  and  upon  the  failure  to  keep  and 
perform  either  or  any  of  the  conditions  in  this  section 
contained,  all  the  unbuilt  portions  of  said  road,  with 
the  properties,  rights  and  franchises  appertaining  there- 
to, shall  be  absolutely  forfeited,  and  shall  revert  to  the

And  be  it  further  enacted ^  That  if  at  any 
time  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  should  grant 
aid  in  lands  or  otherwise  to  aid  in  the  construction  of 
the  railroad  provided  for  in  this  chapter,  all  such  lands 
or  aid  so  granted  to  the  State  are  hereby  pledged, 
granted  to  and  shall  become  vested  in  the  aforesaid 
Minnesota  Valley  Railroad  Company.

chosen  by  them,  separately  or  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  directors,  to  exercise,  in  respect  to  the  portion  of 
the  road  to  which  such  special  stock  may  pertain,  all 
the  powers  of  the  company,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  such  agreement,  when  made  and  entered  into.  The 
grants  made  in  this  act  are  upon  the  express  condition 
that  the  grantees  named  in  chapters  one  and  two,  by  ac- 
cepting their  respective  grants  thereby  ratify  and  con- 
finn  the  same  as  made  in  this  act. 

Sec.  10.     AU  acts  or  parts  of  acts  repugnant  to  or  22^ g^*******" 
inconsistent  with  this  chapter,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  11.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

1857,. or  any  other 
act  of  the  Leofislatiire  of  the  Territory  or  State  of 
Minnesota  shall  vest  in  the  persons,  purchasers  or 
company  availing  themselves  of,  and  taking  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  except  in  the  manner  and  at  the 
time  or  times,  and  upon  4he  condition,  to  wit :

inspect  the  conduct  of  all  subordinate  officers,  and 
cause  negligence  and  persistent  violations  of  duty  to  be 
prosecuted  and  punished,  and  may  require  of  any  of- 
ficer of  the  city,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary, 
an  exhibit  of  his  books  and  papers.  He  shall,  from 
tune  to  time,  communicate  to  the  city  council,  and  re- 
commend such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advantageous 
to  the  city.

In  case  the  mayor  shall  be  guilty  of  any  u«bmtie«oi 
williul  oppression,  or  corrupt  partiality  in  the  discharge  n»v<w 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  liable  to  indict- 
ment, and,  on  conviction,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  court  shall  have 
power  (upon  the  recommendation  of  the  jury  in  the 
cause,)  to  add  to  the  judgment  for  the  fine,  that  he  be 
removed  from  office. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  the  mayor  shall  be  absent  from  any 
meeting  of  the  city  council,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect,  Tempomy  pnM- 
of  their  own  number,  a  tomporaiy  presiding  officer,  *«8«>««' 
who,  for  the  time  being,  shall  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  the  mayor.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor 
from  the  city,  or  his  inability  from  any  reason,  to  dis-

Sec.  5.  The  recorder  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal 
and  all  the  papers  and  records  of  the  city,  and  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council.  He 
shall  draw  and  countersign  all  orders  on  the  treasurer, 
in  pursuance  of  any  order  or  resolution  of  the  city 
council,  and  keep  a  fall  and  accurate  account  thereof, 
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in  books  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  make  a  fair 
and  full  record  of  all  the  by-laws,  rules  or  ordinances 
made  or  passed  by  said  city  council.  The  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  or  affirmations, 
and  copies  of  all  pai)ers  filed  in  his  office,  and  tran- 
scripts from  the  records  of  the  city  council,  certified 
to  by  him  imder  the  coq^orate  seal,  shall  be  evidence 
in  all  coui'ts,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  original  were  pro- 
duced. He  shall  report  annually,  on  or  about  the  first 
day  of  May,  to  the  council,  an  estimate  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  city  for  the  current  year,  and  the  reve- 
nue necessary  to  be  raised  therefor,  and  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  city  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  May. 
He  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  estimates  of  the 
expenses  of  any  work  to  be  done  by  the  city,  and  coun- 
tersign all  contracts  made  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  all 
certificates  of  work,  by  any  officer  of  the  city  or  anf 
committee  of  the  city  council.  He  shall  negotiate  be- 
tween the  first  of  May,  and  the  collection  of  taxes  for 
the  same  year,  such  temporary  loans  for  the  city  as  the 
city  council  shall  direct,  anticipating  the  revenue  for  the 
current  year,  and  such  loans  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  city  council.  He  shall  examine 'the  re- 
port, books,  papers,  vouchers  and  accounts  of  the  trea- 
surer, and  from  time  to  time  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  council  shall  direct.  All  claims  against 
the  city,  before  they  are  allowed  by  the  city  council, 
shall  be  audited  and  adjudged  by  the  mayor.

,    _,,.    shal,  and  recorder  and  constables  shall  be  officers  of 

oxderiy  behaTior  thc  pcacc,  aud  may  command  the  peace,  and  suppress 
in  a  summary  manner,  all  rioting  and  disorderly  behav- 
ior within  the  limits  of  the  city ;  and  for  said  purpose 
may  co];nmand  the  assistance  of  all  by-standers,  and 
if  any  pereon  so  commanded,  shall  refuse  to  aid  in 
maintaining  the  peace,  every  such  person  shall  pay  a 
fine  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  13.  The  justices  of  the  peace,  assessors,  and 
constables  of  said  city  shall  have  and  possess  all  the 
authorities,  rights  and  powers  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
assessors  and  constables,  under  the  general  laws  of 
this  State ;  and  in  addition  thereto,  the  justices  of  the 
peace  for  said  city,  shall  have  sole  and  exclusive  juris- 
diction to  hear  all  complaints,  and  conduct  all  exami- 
juriidictianof  Jus-  ^^^i^^s  aud  trials,  in  criminal  cases  arising  within  the 
tioMofthepcMe  city,  coguizablc  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  which 
the  city  is  a  party,  and  of  all  suits,  prosecutions  and  pro- 
ceedings for  the  recovery  of  any  fine,  forfeiture  or 
penalty,  under  any  by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation. 
All  prosecutions  for  assaults,  batteries  and  affirays, 
'  not  indictable,  and  for  a  breach  or  violation  of  any 
by-law,  ordinance  or  regulation  of  said  city,  shall 
be  conmienced  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Red  Wing, 
and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  re- 
quired by  law  in  criminal  cases  tried  before  justices 
of  the  peace ;  Provided^  That  in  the  cases  above 
mentioned,  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  when  the 
judgment  or  fine  imposed,  exclusive  of  costs^   shall 
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not  exceed  twenty  dollars.  In  all  cases  of  convic- 
tions for  assaults,  batteries,  and  affipays,  breaches 
of  the  peace,  disorderly  conduct,  keeping  houses  of 
ill-fame  or  frequenting  the  same,  and  of  keeping  dis- 
orderly houses  in  said  city,  the  said  justices  of  the 
peace  shall  have  power,  in  addition  to  the  fine  or  pen- 
alty imposed,  to  compel  such  oflendei's  to  give  security 
for  their  good  behavior,  and  to  keep  the  peace  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  six  months,  and  in  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars  ;  l^ovided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained,  shall  be  deemed  to  divest  the  district 
judges  of  their  authority  as  conservators  of  the  public 
peace,  nor  to  aifect  in  any  manner  the  jurisdiction  or 
powers  of  the  district  or  supreme  courts  of  this  State. 

Sec.  14.     The  justices   of  the  peace  shall  quarterly 
report  to  the   city  council  a  list  of  all  proceedings  in-  , 

stituted  before  them,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  andthedis-  cnj^^un^liut 
position  thereof;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  account  ***"*"***" 
and  pay  over  the  amount  of  all  penalties  and  cost  col- 
lected, which  may  by  law  accrue  to  the  city,  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  county  of  Good- 
hue such  fees  in  criminal  cases,  prosecuted  in  the  name 
of  the  State  of  IVIinnesota,  as  are  allowed  to  other  jus- 
tices of  the  countjs  for  similar  services. 

Sec.  15.     All  surveys,  profiles,  plans  or  estimates  AUturrfy^etcto 
made  for  the  city,  shall  be   the  property  of  the   city,  cn^^**^**    *  , 
and  shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  the  office  of  the 
recorder,  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  parties  inter- 
ested. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Section  1.  The  mayor,  councilmen,  and  recorder, 
shall  constitute  the  council,  and  the  style  of  all  ordi- 
nances shall  be  "The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Red  ^  ,,^,  j,^^ 
Wing  do  ordain."  The  city  council  shall  meet  at  such  nu^^uoram 
tune  and  place  as  they  shall  direct,  and  a  majority  shall 
constitute  a  quorum.  The  city  council  shall  determine 
the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  and  be  the  judges  of  the 
election  and  qualification  of  their  own  members,  and 
have  the  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members. 

Sec.  2.    The  city  council  shall  have  the  majmge- 
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ment  and  control  of  the  city  finances,  and  of  all  the 
property  of  the  city ;  and  the  city  council  shall  like- 
wise have  full  power  and  authority  to  make,  enact,  or- 
dain, establish,  publish  enforce,  alter,  modii^',  correct 
and  repeal,  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws,  for 
the  government  and  good  order  of  the  city,  for  the 
suppression  of  vice,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient ;  and 
declare  and  impose  penalties  by  tine,  imprisonment,  or 
both,  and  to  enforce  the  same  against  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  such 
ordinances,  rules  or  by-laws ;  and  such  ordinances, 
rules  and  by-laws  are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  have 
the  force  of  law,  and  for  these  purposes  shall  have  au- 
thority by  ordinance,  resolution  or  by-laws ;  Provided ^ 
That  they  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State ; 

1st.  To  license  and  regulate  the  exhibition  of  com- 
.mon  showmen,  or  shows  of  any  kind,  or  the  exhibition 
.  |of  caravans,  circuses,  or  theatrical  performances,  biU- 
iard  tables,  bowling  saloons,  and  to  provide  for  the 
abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances,  imder  the  or- 
dinances or  at  common  law,  or  under  this  act,  and  to 
grant  licenses,  and  to  regulate  groceries,  taverns,  vic- 
tualing houses,  and  all  pei*sons  vending  or  dealing  in 
spirituous,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  -intoxicating 
liquors ;  Provided^  That  the  license  for  so  dealing  in 
spmtuous,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed,  or  intoxicating 
liquors,  shall  be  at  least  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  as 
much  higher  as  the  council  shall  direct,  and  that  no 
license  shall  be  granted  for  a  less  term  than  one  year ; 
and  provided  further y  That  no  license  shall  be  issued 
until  the  money  is  first  paid. 

2d.  To  restrain  and  prohibit  E.  ().  or  Koulette 
tables,  faro  or  pharo  banks,  and  all  gaming  with  cards, 
and  all  gambling  tables,  and  to  prohibit  the  use  of  all 
gambling  devices  whatever,  from  being  set  up  or  used 
for  gambling  purposes,  and  to  restrain  and  prohibit  all 
descriptions  of  gaming  and  fraudulent  devices  and 
practices,  and  playing  of  cards,  dice,  and  other  games 
of  chance,  for  the  purpose  of  gaming  in  said  city,  and 
to  restrain  and  prohibit  any  person  trom  vending,  giv- 
ing or  dealing  in  spirituous,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed 
or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind,  and  impose  such 
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restrictions  or  prohibitions  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or 
by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

3d.  To  prevent  any  riots,  noise,  disturbance,  dis- 
orderly assemblages,  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly 
houses  or  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill  fame,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  destruction  of  all  instruments  used  for  the 
purpose  of  gaming,  and  of  all  spirituous,  vinous,  fer- 
mented, mixed  or  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind,  that 
may  be  kept  for  sale,  or  dealt  in  contrary  to  any  ordi- 
nance of  the  city. 

4th.  To  conipel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  gro- 
cery, cellar,  tallow-chandler's  shop,  soap  factory,  tan- 
nery, stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome 
or  nauseoufs  house  or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  or 
abate  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  as  often  ^  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort  and  conven- 
ience of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

5th.  To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter  houses  and  markets,  in  said  city,  and  to  reg- 
ulate the  sale,  storage,  keeping  and  conveying  of  gun- 
powder, and  other  combustible  materials. 

6th.  To  prevent  the  incumbering  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes  or  alleys,  with  carnages,  cai-ts,  wagons, 
boxes,  sleighs,  fire-wood,  lumber,  or  any  other  mate- 
rial or  substance  whatever. 

7th.  To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate?  riding  or 
driving  in  the  streets,  and  to  regulate  the  places  of 
bathing  and  swimming  in  the  water,  within  the  limits  of 
said  city. 

8th.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
horses,  swine,  sheep,  poultry  and  geese,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  impounding,  distraining  and  sale  of  the 
same. 

9th.  To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs,  to 
impose  fines  upon  their  owners,  and  to  authorize  the 
destruction  of  the  same,  when  at  large  contrary  to  the 
ordinances. 

10th.  To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depos- 
iting, or  having  within  the  city,  any  putrid  carcass  or 
other  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  recjuire  the  re- 
moval of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  the 
same  upon  his  premises ;  or  from  any  street,  lane,  or 
alley,  if  he  shall  have  thrown  or  put  the  same  in  any 
25 
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street,  lane  or  alley,  and,  on  default,  to  authorize  the 
removal  thereof  by  any  competent  oflScer,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  persons  or  person. 

11th.  To  make  and  establish  public  pounds,  pumps, 
wells,  cisterns,  and  reservoirs,  and  to  provide  for  the 
erection  of  water  works,  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
the  inhabitants,  to  erect  lamps  or  other  means  whereby 
to  light  the  city,  to  regulate  and  to  license  hacks,  cabs, 
drays,  carts  and  charges  of  hackmen,  coachmea,  dray- 
men, and  cartmen  in  this  city. 

12th.  To  establish  and  regulate  Soards  of  health, 
provide  hospital  and  cemetery  grounds,  regulate  the 
burial  of  the  dead,  and  the  returns  of  the  bills  of  mor- 
tality, and  to  exempt  burial  grounds  set  apart  for  pub- 
lic use,  from  taxation. 

13th.  To  regulate  the  assize  and  weight  of  bread 
and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  and  forfeitui*e  of  bread 
baked  contniry  thereto. 

14th.  To  prevent  all  persons  riding  or  driving  any 
ox,  cow,  horse  or  mule,  or  other  animal,  on  the  side- 
walks of  the  city,  or  in  any  way  doing  any  damage  to 
such  sidewalks. 

15th.  To  prevent  the  shooting  of  firearms,  crackers, 
rockets,  or  other  projectiles,  and  to  prevent  the  exhi- 
bition of  any  fire-works  in  any  situation  which  may  be 
deemed  by  the  council  dangerous  to  the  city,  or  any 
property  therein,  or  annoying  to  any  citizens  thereof. 

16th.  To  restrain  dnmkards,  immoderate  drinkms: 
of  intoxicating  beverages,  brawling  and  obscenity  in 
the  streets  or  public  places,  and  to  provide  for  arrest- 
ing, removing  and  punishing  any  person  who  may  be 
guilty  of  the  same. 

17th.  To  restrain  and  regulate  runners  and  solicit- 
ors for  boats,  vessels,  stages,  public  houses,  railroads, 
and  other  establishments,  and  to  regulate  the  police  of 
the  city. 

18th.  To  establish  public  markets,  and  to  enforce 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same. 

19th.  To  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling*, 
and  provide  for  the  inspection  and  weight  of  hay,  and 
stone  coal,  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  fire-wood,  and 
other  fiiel,  and  appoint  suitable  persons  to  inspect,  su- 
perintend, and  conduct  the  same. 
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20th.  To  compel  the  owners  and  occupants  of 
bufldings  or  grounds  to  remove  snow,  dirt,  or  rubbish 
from  the  sidewalks,  streets  or  alleys  opposite  thereto, 
and  on  his  default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruc- 
tion thereof,  by  some  officer  of  the  city,  at  the  expense 
of  such  owner  or  occupant. 

21st.  To  regulate  the  construction  of  wharves,  or 
grading  such  wharves  into  the  river,  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  city,  and  to  prescribe  and  control  the 
prices  for  wharfage  thereon. 

22nd.  To  regulate,  control,  and  prevent  the  land- 
ing of  persons  from  boats  or  vessels,  wherein  are 
contagious  or  infectious  diseases  or  disorders,  and  to 
make  other  regulations,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  to 
prevent  the  intix)duction  of  contagious  diseases  into  the 
city;  to  prevent  the  bringing  of  paupers  into  said  city, 
and  to  remove  them  to  the  place  ^vhere  they  properly 
belong. 

23d.     To   regulate   the  time,  place  and  manner  pfe^^ 
holding  public  auctions  or  vendues. 

24th.  To  provide  by  ordinance  for  a  standard  of 
weights  and  measures,  and  for  the  punishment  of  the 
use  of  false  weights  and  meai^ures. 

25th.  To  appropriate  money  and  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  debts  and  expenses  of  the  city. 

26th.  To  alter,  abolish,  open,  widen,  extend,  es- 
tablish, grade,  repair,  or  otherwise  improve,  or  keep 
in  repair,  streets,  avenues,  lanes  and  alleys. 

27th.  To  establish,  support,  and  regulate  night 
watches. 

28th.  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful 
buildings  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

29th.  To  provide  for  the  enclosing,  improving  and 
regulating  of  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  for  the  adorning  the  streets  thereof,  with  shade 
trees. 

30th.  To  regulate  and  tax  merchants,  retailers,  tav- 
erns, groceries,  ordinai'ies,  hawkers,  pawnbrokers,  and 
money  changei-s. 

31st.  To  license  and  regulate  porters,  and  fix  the 
prices  of  porterage. 

32d.  To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of 
tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour,  meal,  butter  and  lard,  and 
other  provisions. 
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33d.  To  reorulate  and  oixler  pariapet  walls,  and 
other  partition  fences. 

34th.  To  provide  for  taking  from  time  to  time,  the 
enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

OF   FIKES. 

35th.  To  prescril)e  the  limits  within  which  wooden 
buildings,  or  buildings  of  other  materials  that  shall  not 
be  deemed  tire  proof,  shall  not  be  erected,  placed  or 
repaired  ;  and  to  direct  that  all  and  any  buildings  with- 
in the  limits  prescribed,  shall  be  made  and  constructed 
of  fire  proof  materials,  and  to  prohibit  the  repairing 
row«no(th«  and  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings,  within  such  Irni- 
oouncu  its,  where  the   same  shall   have   been  damaged  to  the 

extent  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof,  and  to 
prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such  value  and 
damages. 

36th.  To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction,  plac- 
ing and  condition  of  chimneys,  fire  places,  hearths, 
stoves,  stove  pipes,  ovens,  boilers,  and  appurtenances 
used  in  and  about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  removed  or  placed  in  a  safe  and  secure  condi- 
tion, when  considered  dangerous,  and  to  prevent  the 
deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  to  regulate  and 
prevent  the  caiTying  on  of  manufactories  dangerous 
in  causing  or  promoting  fires  within  the  city  limits. 

37th.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
fire  engines  and  other  fire  aj)paratus,  and  to  authorize 
the  formation  of  fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  and  hose 
companies,  and  to  provide  for  the  due  support  and  reg- 
ulation of  the  same ;  and  to  order  such  companies  to 
be  disbanded  and  their  apparatus  delivered  up.  Each 
company  shall  not  have  to  exceed  seventy-five  mem- 
bers, and  shall  be  formed  by  voluntary  enlistment,  and 
each  member  of  such  company  shall  be  exempt  from 
poll  tax,  from  serving  on  juries,  and  from  miUtary 
duty,  during  the  continuance  of  such  membership. 

Sec.  3.  All  laws,  ordinances,  regulations,  and  by- 
laws shall  be  passed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  major- 

niL«7toufti^  i^y  ^^  ^^^®  ^'^y  council,  and  be  signed  by  the  mayor, 

by  the  mayor       aud  shall  bc  pubHshcd  in  the  official  paper  of  the  city, 

or  posted  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city 
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for  ten  days  before  the  same  shall  be  in  force ;  and 
within  twenty  days  thereafter,  they  shall  be  recorded 
by  the  recorder,  in  books  to  be  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose; but  before  any  of  the  said  laws,  regulations  or 
by-laws  shall  be  recorded,  the  posting  of  the  same,  or 
the  publication  thereof,  as  aforesaid  respectively,  shall 
be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  foreman  or  publisher 
of  such  newspaper,  or  the  cei-tificate  of  the  recorder, 
of  said  posting,  and  the  said  affidavit  or  certificate  shall 
be  recorded  therewith,  and  at  all  times  shall  be  deem- 
ed and  taken  as  sufficient  evidence  of  the  time,  manner 
and  place  of  such  publication  and  posting.  No  appro- 
priation shall  be  made  without  a  majority  of  the  city 
coimcil  voting  in  favor  of  it ;  and  the  vote  shall  be  ta- 
ken by  ayes  and  noes,  and  entered  among  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  council. 

Sec.  4.  The  powers  confeiTed  upon  the  city  coun- 
cil to  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  nui- 
sances, shall  not  bar  or  hinder  suits,  prosecutions  or 
proceedings  in  the  courts,  according  to  law.  Houses 
or  buildings  of  any  kind,  wherein  more  than  twenty 
pounds  of  gimpowder  are  deposited,  stored  or  kept  at  whai  to  be  deemed 
anytime,  gambling-houses,  houses  of  ill-fame,  disor- '*™"**" 
derly  taverns  or  beer  shops,  or  places  where  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  fermented,  mixed  or  intoxicating  liquors 
are  sold,  given  away,  or  dealt  in  without  a  license 
required  therefor,  and  all  places  in  which,  under  license, 
spirituous,  vinous,  fermented,  mixed,  or  intoxicating 
liquors  are  or  shall  be  sold  or  dealt  in,  to  be  drank 
upon  the  premises,  and  all  places  where  card-playing, 
or  games  of  chance  of  any  sort  arc  permitted  or  al- 
lowed in  or  upon  the  premises,  or  any  premises  adja- 
cent, under  the  control,  direction  or  management  of 
such  licensed  dealer,  not,  however,  embracing  card- 
playing  for  amusement  onh^,  in  private  apartments 
in  hotels,  kept  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traveling 
public,  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  are  hereby  de- 
clared and  shall  be  deemed  public  or  conmion  nui- 
sances. 

Sec.  5.  The  city  council  shall  examine  and  adjust 
the  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  marshal,  recorder,  and 
all  other  officers  and  agents  of  the  city,  at  such  times 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year, 


inuisuicee 
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ToexMnineao-  and  before  the  term  for  which  such  officers  were  elected 
^jj^o'cuy  ^^  appointed  has  expired.  And  the  council  shall  re- 
quire each  and  everj-  such  officer  and  agent  to  exhibit 
his  books,  accounts,  and  vouchers  for  such  examination 
and  settlement,  and  if  any  such  public  officer  or  agent 
shall  refuse  to  comply  with  the  order  of  said  council,  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  in  pui*suance  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  council  shall  declare  the  office  pi  such  person 
vacant,  and  may  conmience  suit  or  i)roceedings  at  law 
against  any  such  officer  or  agent,  who  fliay  be  found 
delinquent,  as  defaulting  in  his  accounts,  or  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties.  The  council  shall  make 
fiill  record  of  all  such  settlements  and  adjustments. 

Sec.  6.     The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  or- 
der and  contract  for  the  making,  gi'ading,  repairing 
pow«rton»ke  bu  aud  cleausing  of  streets,  alleys,  public  grounds,  reser- 
oontnct*  voirs,  guttcrs,  sewers  and  sidewalks  within  said  city, 

and  to  direct  and  control  the  persons  employed  there- 
on, and  all  such  improvements  shall  be  superintended 
by  a  street  commissioner,  to  be  appointed  by  said  city 
council,  and  to  be  removed  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  7.     The  cost  of  surveying,  making,  grading, 
repairing    and    cleansing    of  streets,    alleys,    public 
J^^^^^'  grounds,  reservoirs,  gutters  and  sidewalks  shall  be  paid 
paid'    *  out  of  the  general  funds  of  said  city,  but  no  such  im- 

provement shall  be  ordered  by  the  common  council,  ex- 
cept by  a  vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  constituting  a  quorum  at  any  stated 
or  special  meeting,  such  vote  to  embrace  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  elect. 

Sec.  8.  That  hereafter  the  amoimt  of  public  im- 
Eatimatoofim.  provcmcuts  iu  Said  city,  speciiied  in  sections  six  and 
pnwamia-how  g^y^j^  ^f  f}^[^  ^ct,  aud  payable  out  of  the  general  funds 

of  said  city,  shall  not  exceed,  in  the  cost  thereof,  in 
any  one  year,  three  mills  in  the  dollar  on  the  taxable 
property  in  siiid  city,  according  to  its  assessed  value, 
taken  from  the  assessment  of  the  preceding  year,  the 
same  to  be  levied  and  collected  as'' other  taxes  for  gen- 
eral purposes  are  now  levied  and  collected. 

CHAPTER  V. 

SixmoN  1.     The  city  council  shall  have  power  to 
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lay  out  public  squares,  grounds,  streets,  lanes,  alleys, 
and  to  widen  and  enlarge  the  same  as  follows  :  When- 
ever twenty  or  more  freeholders,  residing  in  said  city,  power  to  iv out 
by  petition,  represent  to  the  city  council  that  it  is  ne-  p«^"«  «»«»"•• 
cessary  to  take  certain  lands  within  the  city,  for  the  Shm ***'  ***" 
purpose  of  laying  out  public  grounds,  squares,  streets 
or  alleys,  or  the  enlarging  or  widening  of  the  same ; 
the  courses,  distances,  metes  and  bounds  of  the  land 
proposed  to  be  taken,  together  w^ith  the  names  and  res- 
idences of  the  owners  of  such  premises,  if  known  to 
the  petitioners,  to  be  set  foilh  in  the  petition,  the  city 
council  shall  thereupon  cause  notice  of  such  applica- 
tion to  be  given  to  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  quch 
lands,  if  there  be  any,  and  if  such  lands  or  any  por- 
tion of  them  shall  not  be  in  the  actual  occupancy  of

ceed eight  mills  on  the  dollar,  of  the  real  valuation, 
and  qualified  voters  shall  be  liable  to  a  poll  tax,  not 
exceeding  one  dollar,  in  any  one  year,  to  be  levied  by 
the  city  council. 

Sec.  2.     All  funds  in  the  city  treasury  shall  be  un- 
der the   control  of  the   city  council,  and  all  orders 
drawn  upon  the  treasurer  shall  specify  the  purpose  for       tu>bexmda 
which  they  are  drawn,  and  shall  be  payable  out  of  any  control  of  dty 
funds  in  the  city  treasury  belonging  to  the  city,  and  all  ~™*" 
such  orders  shaU  be  received  in  payment  of  any  tax  or 
assessment  levied  by  authority  of  this  city.     All  orders 
shall  be  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  in  whose 
favor  they  may  be  drawn,  and  shall  be  transferrable  by 
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endorsement.  No  money  shall  be  appropriated  for  any 
purpose  whatever,  except  such  as  are  expressly  au- 
thorized bv  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty 
or  forfeiture  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws, 
police  or  health  regulations  made  in  pursuance  thereof, 
shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  city. 
All  prosecutions  for  any  violations  of  this  act,  or  any 
of  the  by-laws,  ordinances,  or  regulations  of  said  city, 
shall  be  commenced  by  warnint,  upon  complaint  being 
made  as  required  by  law  in  criminal  cases  before  jus- 
tices of  the  peace ;  Provided^  That  no  warrant  shall 
be  necessary  in  any  case  of  the  arrest  of  any  person  or 
persons,  while  in  the  act  of  violating  any  law  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  or  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Red 
Wing ;  but  in  such  cases  a  complaint  shall  be  made,

The  following  property,  now,  or  at  any 
time  hereafter,  belongiug  to  said  city,  or  any  of  the 
wards  thereof,  shall  be  exempt  from  levy  and  sale  un- 
der and  by  virtue  of  any  execution  :  All  engine  houses,  propei^ exempt 
hook  and  ladder  houses,  together  with  the  ground  and  '^"^•'^•"^  ->• 
lots  on  which  they  are  situated,  and  all  fire-engines, 
carnages,  hooks,  ladders,  buckets,  hose,  or  any  other 
fire  ^apparatus,  used  by  any  comi)any  erected  or  au- 
thorized by  the  common  council  of  said  city ;  all  mar- 
ket houses  and  the  furniture  thereof ;  city  hall  and  fur- 
niture of  common  council  rooms  ;  pounds,  and  the  lots 
on  which  they  arc  situated ;  and  all  school  houses  and 
the  furniture  thereof;  Provided^  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  exempt  any  of  the  aforesaid  real  and 
personal  property  from  levy  or  sale  by  virtue  of  any 
execution  issued  on  judgments  rendered  in  favor  of 
any  person  or  persons,  who  may  have  furnished  or  sold 
any  of  such  fii'e  apparatus  to  or  on  the  credit  of  the 
city,  nor  shall  any  real  or  personal  property  of  any  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  city,  or  of  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration, be  levied  on  or  sold,  by  virtue  of  any  execu- 
tion issued  to  satisfy  or  coUec^t  any  debt,  judgment,  ob- 
ligation. Or  contract  of  said  city. 

Sec.  7.  All  work  for  the  city  shall  be  let  by  con- 
tract to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  therefor,  and  the  coint»cto-how 
city  council  may  require  of  the  bidder  a  bond,  with  su-  ""^ 
reties,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract ;  due 
notice  should  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  letting 
such  contract,  except  in  cases  where  the  value  of  the 
work  to  be  done  shiall  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  8.     If  any  election  by  the  people  for  city  offi- 
cers, for  any  cause,  shall  not  be  held  in  the  manner  and  Z^^J^m^ 
at  the  time  herein  prescri})ed,  it  shall  not  be  consider-  pending  laid  ow- 
ed a  reason  for  arresting,  suspending,  and  absolving  ^ 
said  corporation  ;  but  such  election  may  be  held  upon 
any  subsequent  day ;  and  if  any  of  the  duties  enjoined 
by  this  act,  as  the  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules  or  regu- 
lations of  the  city,  to  be  done  by  any  officer  at  any  spe- 
cified time,  be  not  done  or  performed  at  that  time,  the 
city  council  may  appoint  another  time  at  which   the 
said  acts  may  be  done  and  performed. 
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Sec.  9.  The  city  may  lease,  purchase  and  hold  real 
or  personal  estate,  sufficient  for  the  convenience  of  the 
inhabitants  and  the  due  administration  of  ^e  govern- 
ment of  the  city,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  at 
pleasure,  and  tl^e  same  shall  be  free  from  taxation. 

Sec.  10.  No  general  laws  of  this  State,  contraven- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  considered  as 
repealing,  amending,  or  modifying  the  same,  imless 
such  purjiose  be  expressly  set  forth  in  such  law. 

Sec.  11.  All  ordinances  and  regulations  now  in 
force  under  the  act  or  acts  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment, shall  remain  in  force  until  modified  or  repealed 
by  the  city  council,  and  the  present  city  and  town  offi- 
cers shall  hold  their  respective  offices,  till  the  first  an- 
nual election  under  this  act,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  12.  Appeals  and  certioraris  shall  be  allowed 
from  decisions  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  any  ordinances,  rules,  by-laws  or  regu- 
lations, passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  the  same  as  in 
other  cases  arising  under  the  general  laws  of  this  State ; 
Provided^  That  in  all  cases  of  prosecution  for  a  breach 
or  violation  of  any  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation  of 
said  city  or  its  charter,  or  for  any  assault,  battery 
breach  of  the  peace,  or  affray,  not  indictable,  commit- 
ted within  the  city  limits,  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed 
where  the  judgment  or  fine  imposed,  shall  not  exceed 
twenty  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs. 

Sec.  13.  AH  acts  and  parts  of  acts  relative  to  the 
incorporation  of  the  city  of  Red  Wing,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed ;  but  the  repeal  of  said  act,  shall  not  affect  any 
act  done,  or  right  accrued  or  established,  or  any  pro- 
ceeding, suit  or  prosecution  had  or  commenced  previ- 
ous to  the  time  when  such  repeal  shall  tiike  effect,  but 
every  such  act,  right,  or  proceeding  shall  be  as  valid 
and  effectual  as  if  said  acts  had  remained  in  force. 

No  township  organization  shall  exist  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  city  of  Red  Wing,  as  hereby  in- 
corporated, and  all  powers  and  duties  conferred  by 
the  laws  of  this  State,  upon  town  supervisors,  are 
hereby  conferred  upon  the  common  council  of  said 
city,  and  all  powers  and  duties  conferred  upon  town 
clerks,  shall  be  performed  by  the   city  recorder ;  Pro- 
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vided^  That  said  city  council  shall  exercise  only  the 
power  conferred  upon  town  supervisors,  by  the  gener- 
al laws  of  this  State,  in  altering,  laying  out,  opening, 
building  and  repairing  roads  and  bridges  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  city,  through  or  upon  any  land 
not  platted  and  recorded  as  town  or  city  lots,  until  the 
same  shall  be  so  platted  and  recorded.  And  provided 
further^  That  said  <5ity  council  may  use  the  general 
funds  of  said  city  for  the  laying  out,  opening,  build- 
ing and  repairing  any  such  roads  and  bridges. 

Sec.  15.  All  property,  effects,  moneys  and  credits, 
of  the  town  of  Red  Wing,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  wh«t  to  become 
become  the  propertj'  of  the  city  of  Red  Wing;  and  ^^^"^"^^^ 
said  city  of  Red  Wing  shall  become  responsible  for  all 
debts,  claims,  liabilities  or  demands,  now  existing 
against  said  town  of  Red  Wing ;  and  all  that  part  of 
the  said  town  of  Red  Wing  not  embraced  in  the  limits 
of  the  said  city  of  Red  Wing,  under  this  act,  shall  be 
attached  to,  and  hereby  is  msule  a  part  of  the  tow^n  of 
Bumside. 

Sec.  16.     This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  x)«a*redtobe* 
act,  and  may  be  read  in  evidence  in  all  courts  of  law*"*"*"^ 
in  this  State,  without  proof. 

Sec.  17.     This  act  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  wh««:tiMybe 
unless  such  alteration   or  amendment   shall  have  been  Aitend  or  amended 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters,  at  a  regularly 
called  meeting  of  the  citizens,  and  certified  by  the 
mayor  and  recorder  of  said  city. 

Sec.   18.     The   recorder  of  the   said   city   of  Red 
Wing,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  ^"^^^'^ 
a  deputy   at  any  time,  and  shall   be  responsible  for 
all  acts  "performed  by  him,  while  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  such  deputy. 

Sec.  19.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  Vn. 

An  Act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City 

of  St.  Anthony.

First. — ^The  common  council,  upon  ordering  an  im- 
provement above  mentioned  to  be  made,  shall  appoint 
as  many  commissioners  as  there  may  be  wards  of  said  ^i,1JJ|^f '"*"*'. 
city,  selecting  one  from  each  ward,  who  shall  be  a  dis-  ai^for«ftirixn 
interested  freeholder  and  qualified  voter  of  said  city,  to  *****^* 
view  the  premises,  and  assess  the  damages  which  may 
be  occasioned  by  the  taking  of  private  property  or 
otherwise,  in  making  said  improvement.  Said  com- 
missioners shall  be  notified  as  soon  as  practicable  by 
the  city  clerk  of  said  city,  to  attend  at  his  office,  at  a 
time  to  be  fixed  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  qualifying 
and  entering  upon  their  duties,,  and  in  case  any  such 
commissioner,  upon  being  so  notified,  shall  neglect  or

fecie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated,  and  that  such 
assessment  was  regular  and  just,  and  made  in  confor- 
mity to  law.

Be  it  enacted  by  theLegislatureofthe  8tateof  Minnesota  : 
Section  1.  •  The  supervisors  of  the  tovm  of  Minne- 
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apolJs,  in  the  county  of  Hennepin  shall  have  fiill  power 
and  authority  to  euuct,  publish,  enforce,  alter,  modify, 
amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  rules  and  by- 
laws, as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  for  the  purposes 
following,  to-wit :

Second. — ^To  direct  the  location  and  management  of 
slaughter-houses  and  markets  in  said  town,  and  to  reg- 
ulate the  sale,  storage,  conveying  and  keeping  of  gun- 
powder and  other  combustible  materials. 

Third. — To  prevent  the  incumbrance  of  streets,  side- 
walks, lanes  or  alleys,  with  carriages,  carts,  wagons, 
ofboMd  of  i3oxes,  barrels,  sleighs,  firewood,  lumber,  or  any  other 
material  or  substance  whatever. 

Fourth. — ^To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
swine,  sheep,  horses,  mules  and  poultry,  and  to  author- 
ize the  impounding,  distraining  and  sale  of  the  same. 

Fifth. — ^To  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  dogs, 
and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same. 

Sixth. — To  prevent  any  person  from  bringing,  de- 
positing, or  having,  within  the  district  hereinafter  de- 
scribed, any  putrid  carcase  or  other  unwholesome  sub- 
stance, and  to  require  the  removal  of  the  same  by  any 
person  who  shall  have  the  same  on  his  premises,  or  by 
the  person  who  shall  have  put  the  same  thereon,  or 
from  any  street,  lane,  public  square  or  alley,  and,  on 
default,  to  authorize  the  removal  thereof,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  person  so  required  to  remove  the  same. 

Seventh. — To  make  and  establish  public  pounds, 
and  regulations  touching  the  same. 

Eighth, — ^To  regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  to 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem 
proper,  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  con- 
tagious diseases. 

rlinth. — To  prevent  all  persons  from  doing  any  dam- 
age to  the  sidewalks. 
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Tenth. — ^To  prevent  open  or  notorious  drunkenness 
and  brawling,  and  obscenity  in  the  streets  or  pub- 
lic places,  and  to  provide  for  the  arrest  and  punish- 
ment of  all  persons  who  may  be  guilty  of  the  same. 

Eleventh. — To  prevent  the  dangerous  construction 
and  condition  of  chimneys,  fire-places,  hearths,  stoves, 
stovepipes,  ovens,  boilers,  boiler-stacks  and  apparatus 
used  in  or  about  any  building,  and  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  placed  in  a  safe  or  secure  condition,  when  con- 
sidered dangerous  ;  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  ashes  in 
unsafe  places,  and  the  throwing  of  ashes  in  the  streets 
and  highways  ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  carrying  on 
of  manufactories  dangerous  in  causing  and  promoting 
fires ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of  fireworks  and 
firearms,  and  generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for 
the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires  as  they  may 
deem  expedient. 

— To  provide  for  the  construction  and  main-  Power  of  bo«ti  of 
tenance  of  suitable  sidewalks  and  street  crossings  on  ■""^"^•°" 
one  or  both  sides  of  Hennepin  avenue  and  Nicollet 
street,  from  the  Suspension  Bridge  to  Seventh  street ;

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances,  rules  and  by-laws  shall  be

And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  said  board 
to  establish  a  central  high  school,  where  instruction  in 
the  higher  English  branches  shall  be  given.  To  each 
school  in  this  system  there  shall  be  gratuitous  admis- 
sion for  the  children,  wards  and  apprentices  of  all  res- 
idents of  the  corporate  city  of  St.  Anthony,  with  the 
following  restrictions,  namely : 

No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  thegranunar  school  who 
fails  to  sustain  a  thorough  examination  in  the  studies 
in  the  primary  school,  and  no  pupil  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  high  school  who  fails  to  sustain  a  thorough  ex- 
amination in  the  studies  of  the  granmiar  school,  and 
the  teacher  shall  have  power  in  either  school,  with  the 
advice  and  direction  of  the  board  of  education,  to  ex- 
clude for  misconduct  in  extreme  cases,  and  to  classify 
flie  pupils,  as  the  best  good  of  the  school  shall  seem 
to  require.

Eighth. — ^To  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
board,  pay  the  compensation  of  the  clerk,  treasurer 
and  superintendent,  and  for  such  printing,  record 
books,  stationery  and  other  incidental  matter  as  may 
be  deemed  proper. 

Ninth. — ^To  superintend  and  manage  in  all  respects 
the  common  schools  in  said  district,  and  from  time  to 
time  to  adopt,  alter,  modify  and  repeal  rules  for  their 
organization,  government  and  instruction,  for  the 
keeping  of  registers,  for  the  reception  of  pupils,  resi-

The  balance  in  the  Treasury  last  year  to  the  credit  of 
the  State,  including  interest  money,  was  only  $1,632  ; 
this  year  we  have  on  hand  $25,382.  Notwithstanding 
the  above  exhibit  is  gratifying,  when  compared  with 
former  years,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  it  is  only 
by  comparison  that  it  is  so. 

The  floating  indebtedness  of  the  State  is  still  large 
and  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  State  government 
are  necessarily  increasing  year  after  year,  while  the  val- 
uation of  taxable  property  is  materially  lower  than  in 
former  years. 


State  flnancM 
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No  insignificant  portion  of  the  State's  expenses  is 
caused  by  the  depreciation  of  our  State  Scrip,  which 
comprises  the  floating  indebtedness,  and  hence  no  ef- 
fort should  be  spared  to  cancel  these  liabilities.  Pleas- 
ures should  be  adopted  by  the  Legislature  for  the  at- 
tainment of  this  object,  and  then  with  a  continuation 
of  the  most  rigid  economy,  in  every  department  of  the 
State  government,  the  State  will,  in  a  short  time,  be  in 
a  condition  to  meet  every  obligation  in  cash  the  mo- 
ment it  is  incurred. 

As  one  means  to  this  end,  I  would  respectfiilly  re- 
commend that  the  interest  tax  for  the  coming  year  be 
reduced  from  two  mills,  as  it  now  is,  to  one  mill  on  the 
dollar,  and  the  difference  added  to  the  revenue  tax, 
leaving  the  amount  of  State  tax  the  same  as  the  past 
year.  This  may  be  safely  done,  as  the  State  interest 
fund  has  now  a  surplus  of  $8,984,  after  providing  for 
the  interest  due  in  January  and  May  next. 

This,  in  itself,  will  not  be  sufficient  to  fully  cancel 
during  the  coming  year,  the  whole  amount  of  the  float- 
ing indebtedness,  and  additional  means  should  be  de- 
vised to  increase  the  revenue  tax. 

As  the  amount  of  money  to  be  apportioned  from  the 
general  school  fund,  hereafter,  will  fully  equal  the  whole 
amount  derived  from  the  two  mill  school  tajc,  this  tax 
might  be  reduced  one  half,  and  the  difference  added 
to  the  revenue  tax,  still  leaving  the  receipts  of  the 
schools  as  large  as  before. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  our  eight 
per  cent.  State  bonds  for  the  $250,000  loan  becomes 
due  in  July,  1867,  and  that  no  provision  by  the  crea- 
tion of  a  sinking  fund  or  otherwise,  has  been  made  to 
meet  the  came.  This  subject  should  receive  the  imme- 
diate attention  of  the  Legislature. 

THE   ALLOTMENT  AGENCY. 

The  business  of  this  branch  of  theTreasury  depart- 
ment, has  been  largely  increased  during  the  past  year, 
the  receipts  being  over  three  times  as  great  as  those  of 
the  year  1862.  Every  effort  on  our  part  has  been  used 
to  render  the  system  efficient,  showing  that  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  United  States  pay  department,  it  is 
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one  capable  of  producing  the  most  beneficial  results, 
not  only  to  the  soldier  and  his  family,  but  also  to  the 
State  at  large. 

By  reference  to  the  statement  accompanying  this  re- 
port, a  large  discrepancy  will  be  noticed  in  the  receipts 
from  the  old  regiments,  being  caused  by  the  fact  that 
the  rolls  of  the  2d  and  3d  Regiments  were  lost  while 
being  transmitted  from  the  regiments  to  headquarters 
at  Louisville,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  trace  them 
up  or  procure  new  rolls. 

I  have  been  informed,  that  since  the  7th,  9th  and 
10th  regiments  left  the  State,  they  have  made  out  new 
rolls,  the  members  very  generally  making  allotments, 
which  together  with  those  from  Hatch's  Battalion,  and  Theaiiotment 
the  new  Cavalry  Regiment  now  being  raised,  will  t^'^y 
greatly  increase  the  amount  of  receipts  of  this  depart- 
ment the  coming  year. 

In  the  distribution  of  this  allotment  money,  I  have 
been  thrown  in  contact  with  a  great  number  of  sol- 
diers' families,  and  regret  that  I  find  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  an  amount  of  destitution  and  sufiering  that  should 
not  be  allowed  to  exist.  Daily  we  are  called  upon  to 
make  advances  or  to  render  aid  which  wo  cannot  do, 
no  provision  for  such  cases  existing. 

It  is  due  to  those  who  are  enduring  all  the  hardships 
and  vicissitudes  of  a  soldiers  life,  in  striving  to  vindi- 
cate our  country's  honor,  that  their  wives  and  children 
should  not  be  left  to  sufler  for  the  want  of  the  neces- 
saries of  life,  and  I  hope  that  our  State  through  her 
Representatives,  will  follow  the  noble  example  set  by 
our  sister  States,  by  making  some  provision  for  their 
assistance.  *

The  extraordinary  expenditures  arising  from  the  In- 
dian hostilities  on  our  border,  and  putting  into  o{)era-

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tion  the  *'  Act  to  provide  for  the  organization,  equip- 
ment and  discipline  of  the  military  forces  of  the  State," 
have  rendered  the  portion  remaining  of  the  appropria- 
tion by  the  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1862, 
for  the  Military  Contingent  Fund,  entirely  inadequate 
for  the  necessities  of  the  current  year. 

It  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  protection  of  the  in- 
f  terests  and  to  the  honor  of  the  State,  that  expenses  of 

this  nature  meet  with  prompt  payment. 

I  therefore  recommend  and  request  that  you  make 
up  the  deficiency  in  the  aj)propriation,  out  of  money  in 
your  hands  arising  from  the  U.  S.  War  Tax  of  18()2. 

You  will  observe  that  (xeneral  Malmros  states  the  \ 

amoxmt  remaining  in  the  Military  Contingent  Fund  to 
be  $5,350,  for  which  amount  the  Auditor  of  State  is 
authorized  to  issue  warrants.  The  parties  entitled  as 
scouts  in  the  service  of  the  State,  having  been  prom- 
ised compensation  in  cash,  I  recoumiend  that  you  pay 
such  warrants  as  are  drawn  on  the  Military  Contingent  communication 
Fund,  for  the  payment  of  State  Scouts,  in  money  to '~"*"°*e'"»>' 
the  amount  remaining  on  hand  in  said  fund. 

This  will  save  to  the  State  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
per  cent.,  which,  at  the  present  discount,  must  be 
added  to  the  State  Warrants  to  make  them  equivalent 
to  money,  and  which  in  the  event  of  a  re-imbursement 
of  these  expenses  by  the  General  Government,  the 
State  would  lose". 

In  case  I  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  commission  a 
State  Agent  or  Agents,  to  visit  the  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers  of  the  Minnesota  Regiments  in  the  various  hos- 
pitals of  our  country,  I  hope  you  will  advance  the 
funds  required  for  the  purpose  from  tl^  War  Tax,  and 
that  in  all  cases,  when  the  health,  comfort  or  necessi- 
ties of  those  engaged  in  defending  the  homes  or  up- 
holding the  honor  of  the  State  may  demand  it,  you 
will  be  willing  to  furnish  such  sums  from  time  to  time 
from  that  source,  on  my  order,  as  may  be  needful. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  people  of  the  State, 
through  their*  Representatives  in  the  Legislature,  will 
sufiftain  you  in  so  doing,  and  will  make  the  necessary 
appropriations  to  reimburse  you.
